he encroachments of the plutocracy of 
wealth, against the domination of par- 
isaiis, against the introduction of sec- 
loual issues intended to divide and .there- 
by conquer.

Dies at Brooklyn. 


VAS A NATIVE OF THE NUTMEG 


STATE. 


NEW TOEK,' April 8.—David M. Stono, 


who for 42 years was editor of The Jour- 
nal dE Commerce, died last night at his 
lomo in Brooklyn from a complication of. 
eart troubles, having beon sick about a 


month. 


David Marvin Stone was born in Ox- 
ord, Conn., on Dec. 23, 1817. HB left 
loma ac theajfo of 14 and taught school 


hen he was 16. Ho was a merchant in 


Philadelphia from 1842 to 18-19, whon he 
came to Now York to take charge oC Tho 
Dry Goods Keporber. 
In December of 


t year, he booame commercial editor of 


the New York Journal of Comrnorce, and 
n ISb'i, with William C. Prime, he par- 
chased tho interest of that paper, succeed- 
ng Mr. Prime in 1B06 as editor-in-chief, 
which position he held unbi! a year or two 
ago, when he retired. 


He was president of tho old New York 


Associated Press for 25 years. 
In his 


younger days ho wrote for magazines, but 
sinco 1800 he had dono little Htorary work, 
except for his paper. Several of his pub- 
ished wnrkg have passed through a num- 
ber of editions. 


An Historical Event. 


An important cvouc in the history of 


Tho Journal of Commerce was its sup- 
pression by the government in ISO! for 
publishing a proclamation purporting to 
bave been Issued by President Lincoln, 
calling for volunteers to serve in, the war 
and appointing a day for fasting ffnd pray- 
ing. This appeared on May 18, 16U4, and 
President Lincoln Immediately ordered 
tho suppression of the paper and the 
rest of 1;he editors and proprietors. 


General John A. DLx, who knew that 


tho proclamation had been left at tho 
newspaper offieo at about 3 o'clock in the 
morning, after tho responsible editors had 
departed, endeavored to secure n modifica- 
tion of the order. Some of tho persons 
designated were arrontod, but they did not 
include David M. Stone. Tho govern- 
ment, learning of tho mistake, however, 
withdrew tho troops from the newspaper 
office and the editors wore released from 
prison and the paper from suspension.. 


Mr. Stone's opinions on commercial nnd 


other matters in his famous "Answers to 
Correspondents," were regarded as an au- 
thority by merchants throughout 
tho 


country, und it was chiefly through these 
that he gained a world-wide reputation. 


Identity Still a Mystery. 


BALTIJIOKE, April 3.—Roberta Curtis, 


who was mentioned as possibly tho person 
who was murdered in JSTew York on Sun- 
day last, lives at 2012 North 
Culverb 


street, in this city. Sho is unable to ac- 
count for tho report that tho "body of tho 
murdered woman had been identified ns 
hers. She has never been in New York, 
but she says that a half-brother named 
Webster Harckhum lives there. It is pos- 
sible that he may have assumed the name 
of Curtis and that his wife was tho victim 
of the assassin. 


Evidence PolutH to Mnrder,

pected developments have come about rel- 
ative to the finding of tho burned body o] 
Wilson ICoch, a prominent farmer, in a 
field near this city. He was supposed to 
have committed suicide. Tho coroner's 
investigation showed that there were no 
bullet wounds on Koch's person. ; Koch's 
wilo and a man named Mosher are miss- 
ing, and it is supposed they have left for 
parts unknown.

Dies at Brooklyn. 


WAS A NATIVE OF THK NTJTMKG 


STATUS. 


Held Associated Press Presidency For 


Many Tears. 


NEW 5TOHK, April 3.—David M. Stone, 


who for 42 years woe editor of The Jour- 
nal of Commerce, died last night at his 
home In Brooklyn from a complication of 
heart troubles, having been sick .about a 
month. 


David Marvin Stone wag born In Ox- 


ford, Conn., on Duo. 23, 1817. Ho loft 
homo ac the ago of 14 and taught school 
when lie was 16. He was a merchant in 
Philadelphia from 18-13 to 1S19, when ho 
came to New York to take charge of Tho 
Dry Goods Bepocter. 
In December of 


that year, ha became commercial 'editor of 
the New York Journal of Commerce, aud 
in 18B1, with William C. Prime, he pur- 
Shased the interest of that paper, succeed- 
ing Mr. Prime in 1BOB as editor-in-chief, 
which position he held until a year or two 
ago, when ho retired. 


Ho was president of tho old New York 


Associated Press for 25 years. 
In his 


younper duys ho wroto for magazines, but 
since 1880 ho had doao little literary work, 
except for his paper. Several of his pub- 
lished wnrks have passed through a num- 
ber of editions. 


An Historical Event. 


An important cvanc in oho history of 


The Journal of Commerce was its sup- 
pression by tho government in 1^(34 for 
publishing a proclamation purporting to 
huvo been issued by President Lincoln, 
calling for volunteers to eerve J£ tho \var 
aud appointing a day tor fas ting Had pray- 
ing. This appeared on May. 18, 18154, and 
Presideut Lincoln Immediately ordered 
the suppression of tho paper and the ar- 
rest of tho editors and proprietors. 


General John A. Dix, who know that 


tho proclamation had been left at the 
newspaper offluo at about 3 o'clock in the 
morning, after tho rcsponsiblo editors had 
departed, endeavored to secure a modifica- 
tion of tho order. Some of tho persons 
designated were arrestod, but they did not 
include Diivid M. Stone. Tho govern- 
ment, learning of the mistake, however, 
withdrew tho troops from tho newspaper 
offiuo and tho editors were released from 
prison and tho piiper from suspension. 


Mr. Stone's opinions on commercial and 


other matters in his famous "Answers to 
Correspondents," -vvoro regarded as an au- 
thority by merchants throughout 
the 


country, and it was chiefly through these 
that he gained a world-wide reputation. 


Identity Still a Mystery. 


BALTIMORE, April 3.— Roberta Curtis, 


who was mentioned as possibly tho person 
who was murdered in New York on Suu- 
day last, lives at 2012 North Culvert 
street, iu this city. She is unable to ac- 
count for tho report that tho body o£ tho 
murdered wouinu had been Identified as 
hers. Sho has never boon in New York, 
but She says that a half-brother named 
Webster Harckhum lives there. It is pos- 
sible that ho may have assumed tho numo 
of Curtis and that his wife was the .victim 
of tie assassin. 


XSvltlence Points to Murder. 


ELKHART, lud,, April 3.—Some unex- 


pected developments have come about rel- 
ative to the finding o£ the burned body of 
"Wilson Koch, a prominent fanner, in a 
field near this city. Ho vras supposed to 
have commlcted suicide.

ARBITRATION.

WASHINGTON, April 3.—From unofficial 


advices reaching Washington, the general 
terms of the agreement by which war be- 
iween Mexico-and Guatemala tvaa averted 
aro substantially known. 
Mexico's de- 


mands were In the form of an.ultimatum 
•ent by Secretary Mariscal on Nov. 27, 
1801, embracing the following points: 


Mexico aaks aatlsfaction for injuries re- 


ceived by tho invasion of nor territory aud 
for the veiations which foreigners and 
Mexicans cutting wood in tha forests of 
Agua Azul, Eglpdo, San Nicholas and San 
Pedro, wnd tho 
Mexican residents of 


Ayubla, have beon the object. 


Mexico also demands a pecuniary In- 


lemnity for the damage sustained. 


Mexico also demands Indemnity for the 


jrpense of tho mobilization of her forces, 
and of situating authorities and employes 
In suitable places for public security on 
the frontier.

Mexico asks that the labors o£ the 


boundary commission, in accordance wich 
the treaty of 18S2, be speedily concluded,

Mexico's Terms. 


It Is understood that $2,000,000 vras the 


amount of the indemnity demanded by 
Mexico. Also chat slia insisted on Gdate- 
maltt's dismissing her surveyor general, 
who had takeu part iu locating the bound- 
ary line. 


On Jan. 13, Guatemala answered the ul- 


timatum. It was pacific in tone, but did 
noc concedo Mexico's right to tho territory 
designated in the ultimatum, iior the 
right of a fixed cash indemnity. The final 
negotiations are a compromise between 
the ultimatum and the reply. It is be 
lieved that Mexico has agreed to arbitrate 
the amount of cosh indemnity instead of 
exacting the ?2,000,000 first claimed. 


Senor Romero, the Mexican minister, 


has been kept advised of the negotiations, 
but neither he nor Senor Arringa, the 
Guatemalan minister, ivro yet in a posi- 
tion to make public tho exact terms on 
which wnr was averted. President Dlnz 
hag announced that tha terras would be 
communicated to congress later.

the wreckage, and the bunters between 
which thay were caught wore scarcely 
more than a foot apart. They were badly 
bruised, and were rescued with difficulty, 
but no bones were broken. 


Henry A. Appleton ,o£ Bangor jumped 


from tho train when the crash 'came, and 
suffered a compound fracture of tha leg 
above the ankle, the bone protruding sev- 
eral inches through the flesh. No other 
passengers vrero much hurt. The three 
engines were telescoped and crushed, a 
postal car and a baggage car were smashed 
inLO splinters, and several other cars wore 
damaged. The accident was o.auaed by a 
misunderstanding of instructions.
